Example: Tie Get- 
tysburg address. 


While Waldo Ames, president of 


the Illinois Chamber of Commerce, 
didn't deliver a Gettysburg classic 
here late last week, the impact of 
his speech lingers on. Several who 
heard him have told me so. Ames, 
as you know, 
spoke before 
a 


regional meeting of the Chamber. 


What was so remarkable, was 


that Mr. Ames told some old 
truths in a simple, honest man- 
ner. It was such a simple, honest 
speech that it carried great im- 
pact. 


The gist of it was that people 


should 
stop 
being- 
complacent 


about government, or someone else 
will whisk control of government 
from those who hold the constitu- 
tional right to control it. 


There's 
nothing 
sensational 


About a statement like that. That 
theme has been hammered upon 
in newspaper editorials, speech- 
es, etc., for years and years. But 
the extraordinary thing about 
Ames' speech was that he, we 
believe, convinced his hearers 
that he was talking to them and 
not to someone else outside the 
audience. 


Matters of taxes, federal debt, 


federal wa.ste. economies, govern- 
ment's intrusion into business, all 
of these and more, are the "business 
of "we the people," Ames told his 
audience. 


Happily -enough, \\e of the 


Evening Telegraph subscribe to 
such a philosophy and practice 
it. For jears we've urged people 
to go to the polls and vote their 
choice for local, state ;ind nation- 
al government. The response to 
our ursjinss have been gratifying.

Defender L. J. Scriven as legal 
counsel for Schick and served him 
with a copy of his indictment. 


Schick was arrested last sum- 


mer along with Lloyd Oellig, 20, 
Dixon, for the theft of a Dixon 
man's outboard motor. Oelli#'re- 
cently waived prosecution by in- 
dictment, pleaded guilty to a sim- 
ilar charge and was granted pro- 
bation. 


Waives Grand Jury 


Wiltfang told the court he didn't 


want an attorney, waived a hear- 
ing by grand jury and said he was 


guilty of burglary and larceny—as 
charged. 


Judge Bracken explained that he 


could sentence him- to one year to 
life for burglary and one to 10 
years for'larceny. 


Wiltfang then asked, "What hap- 


pens to my wife and family if I'm 
sentenced to the penitentiary?" 
His wife started to sob violently 
in the courtroom after the ques- 
tion. 


Judge Bracken replied, "I'm 


afraid I can't answer that ques- 
tion.'1 


He added. "I will not accept 


your plea of guilty until Oct. 7. 
That will give you some time to 
try to solve your domestic prob- 
lems."

President Eisenhower had "a 
very good night last night. 


At 7 a. m. (MST) i-eport 


from two of tjie chief execu- 
tive's physicians said that: 


"The president had a very 


good night. He slept almost 
continuously under the oxy- 
egen tent from 9 p. m. to 6:15 
a. m." 


This was from Maj. Gen. Howard 


M. Snyder, 'che President's person- 
al doctor, and Col. Byron E. Pol- 
lock, chief heart specialist at Fitz- 
simons Army Hospital, where Ei- 
senhower has been confined since 
his heart attack last Saturday. 


The doctors have been saying 


that rest and sleep are essential 
to repairing the chief executive's 
damaged heart and putting him on 
th« road to recovery. 


Encouraging- Sign 


Thus the somt nine hours of 


sleep Wednesday night appeared 
to be an encouraging sign." 


On the basts of a procession of 


similar bulletins over the past few 
days, an atmosphere of increasing 
but still restrained optimism has 
developed here about the chief 
executive's heart condition. 


There still is an inclination here 


to say that the President probably 
will cut himself loose from politics 
and turn down any attempt to in 
duce htm to try for a second term 
in the White House. 


Surge of Hope 


But in Washington, where prac 


tical political aspirations mav out- 
weigh actual medical considera- 
tions, there was a surge of hope 
today that the President still might 
head the GOP ticket in the 1906 
election. These hopes v/ere pegged 
in part to reports that a Cabinet 
member has toid a group of par- 
ty money raisers there is no def- 
inite reason for thinking Eisen- 
hower can't run again. 


There were perhaps practical 


political reasons for the optimistic 
reports in Washington. They could 
head off any major quarrel over 
continuing- present policies, or keep 
up the level of campaign contribu- 
tions. or calm any major business 
worries, or dampen any party- 
v;eakening scramble for the 1956 
presidential nomination. 


Nevertheless, 
the o p t i m i s m 


seemed genuine, whether or not 
well founded medically.

That was shortly after the 
27-year-old Mrs. Benedicto had 
been spotted with the baby by a 
sharp-eyed deputy sheriff at the 
pi-ize fights in Stockton Tuesday 
night. 


While 
Uie deputy investigated 


her story that the infant was hers, 
Mrs. 
Benedicto telephoned 
Dr. 


Marcus in San Francisco that she 
would deliver Robert to him in 
Stockton. 


Held Under Guard 


Mrs. Benedicto was held under 


guard Ln a psychiatric ward in San 
Francisco H o s p i t a l after col- 
lapsing. 


Her story of motherly love and 


an irrestistiblc maternal instinct 
was denounced yesterday by her 
own m o t h e r , who said Betty 
Jean had abandoned her only nat- 
ural child—a daughter—10 years 
ago. 


Mrs. Benedicto said remorse 


and sympathy for Robert's mother, 
Mrs. Hanna Marcus. 29, who was 
desperately ill. prompted the re- 
turn of the child. 


Dist. Atty. Thomas C. Lynch am 


his chief deputy, Norman Elking- 


ton, said they would seek an in- 
dictment for kidnaping when the 
county grand jury meets Monday 
night and would prosecute vigor- 
ously. 


The only reason Mrs. Benedicto 


returned the child, they declared, 
was because she was convinced 
that her capture was imminent. 


Tolil Lies 


Mrs. Benedicto said she took 


the child after telling her husband 
a scries of lies, leading him to be- 
lieve she had borne a child in a 
southern California hospital late in 
August. 


She told him the child waa ill 


and she had had to leave it in the 
South, but he insisted strongly she 
had to bring home a baby or con- 
fess her hoax, she said. 


Dr. Marcus said he entertained 


no antagonistic feeling toward Mrs. 
Benedicto. 


"She is purely an abstraction to 


me," he said. "I do feel grateful 
that she took such wonderful care 
of the babv."

United States has the mak- 
ngs of a first-class crisis on 
.ts hands in the Middle East, 
with the danger of a new 
Arab-Israeli war in the back- 
ground. 


That is the reason Secretary, ot 


State Dulles 
has 
sent 
George 


Allen, his assistant for Middle 
Eastern affairs ,on an urgent mis- 
sion to Cairo. 


Allen has the evident task of 


trying to persuade Egyptian Pre- 
mier Gamal Abdel Nasser not to 
import such a volume and variety 
of arms from Communist Czecho- 
slovakia as would upset the deli. 
cate power balance between th« 
Arab states and Israel. 


Tells Molotov 


Dulles is understood to have 


sought to impress the dangers of 
the situation upon Soviet' Foreign 
Minister 
V. M, Molotov in New 


Yori-f. He reportedly argued that 
a flow of Soviet bloc arms to th« 
Middle East now would violate the 
spirit of the Geneva Big Four 
meeting and create new tensions 
in the world. 


.Allen was prepared to warn th« 


Egyptian government 
that if it 


brought about a radical change in 
the Middle East power balance the 
United States would be compelled 
to review its policies of coopera- 
tion with Egypt in the field of eco- 
nomic development—the current 
U. S. aid program is 43 million 
dollars—and in policies governing 
world cotton supplies. The major 
part of Egypt's foreign income i* 
derived' from cotton exports. 


Reminded of Offer 


At the same time Allen was in 


position to argue that the United 
States had offered to sell Egypt 
arms in small quantities which it 
was believed here would not create 
new Middle East tensions and en- 
large the dangers of a new war 
in that area. 


Allen left for Cairo Wednesday 


afternoon. 


Premier Nasser said Tuesday 


that his government had made a 
deal with Czechoslovakia to trade 
cotton for arms. He said Egypt 
could not accept the restrictions 
imposed on arms shipments from 
the West. The United States had 
offered limited supplies for cash 
and for defense use only.

When a few thistles peeked 
through Uie grass in one of his hay 
fields he started his tank truck, 
dousing the weeds thoroughly.

formed to health by a new era Of 
bold, brilliant surgery. 


Surgeons, dreaming of things 


"Tnce fonndered impoFsible, v/ent 
pioneering so that today: 


Several different operations can 


bring- renewed life and strength 
to hearts damaged by attacks such 
as President Eisenhower suffered. 


Heart-lung machines can put hu- 


man hearts and lungs on complete 
vacations while they are opened 
and repaired. 


The blood circulation of a sick 


child and healthy adult can be 
linked together during surgery. 


Spare arteries taken from the 


dead are banked, then used to re- 
place damaged or missing sections 
of living persons' arteries. Even 
animal arteries have been trans- 
planted into humans. 


Plastic Valves 


Plastic valves have been substi- 


tuted for damaged heart valves. 


Most of these surgical advances 


have blossomed within the last 10 
yeai-s. 


There are two main techniques 


for helping some victims of bad 
heart attacks. In a c o r o n a r y 
thrombosis similar to President 
Eisenhower's, a clot blocks one or 
more of the branches of arteries 
that bring nourishment to the 
heart muscle. Recovery depends 
upon expansion and extension of 
other arteries, or growth of new 
arteries, to nourish the area de- 
prived of blood supply. 


Bad attacks leave many persons 


weak, short of breath, subject to 
pain on exertion, often true heart 
cripples. 


One remedy is to irritate the 


heart, stimulating the heart mus- 
cle to create a new blood supply. 
Sterile talcum powder or asbestos 
powder is put inside the sac sur- 
rounding the heart. 


Jfew Artery 


Secondly, the heart hungry for 


blood can in effect, be given a 
new artery. A piece of vein is 
taken from an* arm, then hooked 
in on the heart so some bloou be- 


ing pumped from the heart Is fed 
into the heart muscle. 


Even more dramatic perhaps 


are heart-lung machines, steadily 
pulsing blood through the human 
body, putting oxygen into the 
blood, while the human pump rest* 
—still pulsing but "dry" of blood. 


For 20 to 70 minutes, heart-lung 


machines have worked on while 
surgeons plugged holes in the walls 
separating chambers of the heart, 
or fixed malformed or diseased 
valves. 


Doctors C. Walton Lillehei, Pach- 


ard Varco and Morley Cohen and 
associates. University of Minne- 
sota, achieve a dry heart by con- 
necting the blood system ol the 
child patient with that of an adult 
volunteer—usually a parent. They 
have done this successfully numer- 
ous times. 


"Chill" Technique 


Another technique used by num- 


eiQUS surreal teams :s jus: cold 
temperature—chilling the human 
body 20 degrees or more. Bodily 
processes slow down, the brain's 
demand for oxygen is lowered, and 
the heart, its rate slowed down, 
can be opened for a brief time 
to make repairs. 


Artery banks are spreading, with 


arteries preserved either in dried 
form in deep-freezers or in salt 
solutions. Artery banks saved the 
limbs of soldiers in Korea so 
wounded as to have lost entire 
sections of arteries or veins. 


And there's much experimenta- 


tion now with artificial arteries 
made of special fabrics coated 
with plastic.

Why Is Water Short and 
Where Do We Get More? 


Scientists Answer Those 
Questions, Add Warnings 
~ 


By ROGER O. GREENE 


WASHINGTON (» — America's 


"dust bowl" disaster of the 1930s 
flowed what can hapnen to a land 
parched for water. 


Today scientists warn that water 


•hortages are becoming- a serious 
problem in many parts of the Unit- 
ed States—and •will become more 
acute from year to year. 


Why is water getting scarce? Is 


th« weather turning hotter? Is 
America's once abundant rainfall 
beginning to dwindle? 


Meteoroligsts say there is little 


question that winters have been 
warming up over the last 50 or 60 
years, averaging about 2 degrees 
in most U.S. cities. Since 1870 the 
mean 
annual temperature 
has 


risen 4 degrees in Philadelphia and 
m degrees in Montreal. 


That doesn't sound lake much of 


an increase, until you realize that 
SJI average annual drop of only 10 


degrees would put us into another 
ice age. 


Rainfall Constant 


As *or rsinfali, there are violen: 


regional fluctuations from year to 
year, but the nationwide average 
remains almost constant at 30 
inches annually—some 4,300 billion 
gallons a day. 


Why, 
then, isn't there plenty of 


water as usual? 


"Except for recurring1 droughts, 


our water supply is pretty stable," 
says Carl G. Paulsen, chief of the 
U. S. Geological Survey's Water 
Resources Division. "But it could 
well become critical with a further 
vast expansion of population and 
industry." 


Scientists explain that about 70 


per cent of the water that falls on 
the land as ram returns to the at- 
mosphere by evaporation or evap- 
otranspiration action by vegeta- 
tion. The other 30 per cent—some 


1,300 
billion gallons a day—is eith- 


er "consumed" or flows into rivers 
en route to the sea. 


The 1.300 billion gallons is thus 


the maximum, quantity of water 
"available" in the United States, 
unless fresh water can be obtained 
from other sources than normal 
rainfall. 


Using 200 Billion 


At present, the U.S. Geological 


Survey says nationwide usage to- 
tals about 200 billion gallons daily. 
By 1975, it 13 expected to rise to 
400 billion or roughly one third of 
the total "available" supply. 


That's getting uncomfortably 


close to the limit, considering the 
vast and unwieldy problem of dis- 
tributing the water where it is 
needed 


So it is that scientists, subsidized 


by government and pr.vate indus- 
try, 
aie anxiously seaichmg for 


new sources of supply. The long- 
range possibilities include: 


1. Artificial rain making. 
2. Distilling fresh water from the 


sea. 


3. Pollution abatement since pol- 


lution of the nation's streams and 
lakes robs us of clean water by 
making it untir for use. 


4. IhcrMMd ttorae* capacity 


(dams, reservoirs, ponds 1. 


5. Recirculation of water, par- 


ticularly in factories, to that it is 
used again and again instead of 
being replaced by fresh supplies. 


6. Tightening' up on waste and 


leakage.

tem of interstate highways. 


The Bureau of Public Roads 


Wednesday announced the general 
location of routes and listed East 
St. Louis, Chicago and environ*, 
Mohne, Peona and Rock Island as 
the Illinois ciues to be linked by 
the proposed network. 


The new routes, to be built with 


federal aid to the stales, supple- 
ment the original 37,700-mile inter- 
state network designated in 1947 
to connect the nation's principal 
cities and industrial areas. 


Approval of the new general 


routes' locations completes desig- 
nation of the 40,000-imle national 
system authorized by Congress in 
the Federal Aid Highway Act of 
1944. 


In announcing the routes, the 


Bureau of Roads emphasized they 
thus far have been determined in 
a general manner only. Detailed 
final locations will be made later 
as the states advance their proj- 
ects.

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Whither Socialism? 


Disunity is nothing new in the British Labor party, but 


it looks like' the harassed Socialists -will hnve another round 
of intramural combat next month. 


That's the occasion of the annual party conference at 


Margate, England. The outlook is for conflict over both 
leadership and policies. 


To us Americans looking on from across the Atlantic, 


the policy battle is the more interesting. For. as recent Brit- 
ish elections seem to demonstrate, the events of the past four 
years have taken a good deal of the political sex appeal out 
of the Labor party's socialism. And the party doesn't quite 
know what to do about it. 


Reports from London indicate that many rank-and-file 


Laborites will demand what they term a "pure socialist pol- 
icy'' rather than a middle-of-the-road program. Presumably 
this means more nationalization of basic industries, and per- 
haps even more drastic steps.

If such demands were given heed, it would greatly 


strengthen the leadership of Aneurin Bevan, the party's pe- 
rennial left wing bad boy. 


But there is no strong evidence that demands for a 


heavy dose of socialist doctrine will prevail at Margate. The 
more temperate, and thus far dominant wing of the party 
is dead set against them. And the emerging leadership of 
Hugh Gaitskell, who may replace Clement Attlee as party 
head, evidently will reinforce this opposition. 


The trouble is. Gaitskell and Co. don't know what to put 


in place of pure socialism. Realistically, they appreciate 
that Britain's record prosperity tinder the Conservative party 
outmodes the old doctrines.

Yet it is hard to see how such a route can differ much 


from the middle course the Conservatives are now following. 
It might lie a bit leftward of it, but only a little. 


If that should be the choice, it will be taken over the 


die-hard resistance of the left wingers. And the party there- 
after will be hard pressed to convince British voters that 
there is supreme virtue in a policy that so closely resembles 
that of the ruling party. 


The Laborites' problem is not unlike that of our own 


Democrats, who are hunting hard for issues with real bite. 
Prosperity and peace are a tough combination to beat. 


Not too many voters are eager to wave the banners of 


dry political doctrine when they've got meat on the table 
and cash in the wallet.

it hits, but is also one of the most 
important causes of heart disease 
in later lite. 


Although there are still many 


gaps in our knowledge of rheu- 
matic fever, great progress has 
been made and all of us should join 
in the campaign being conducted 
by the American Heart Associa- 
tion to "stop rheumatic fever." 


Rheumatic fever is a disease 


which may involve almost any 
part of the body but shows a par- 
ticular liking for the omts, heart 
and blood vessels. 


Although the exact cause remains 


imknown, an attack of rheumatic 
fever nsuallv follows an infection 
with a germ of the streptococcus 
family. 


TONSILLITIS, slreptooocal sore 


throat and scarlet fever are among 
these streptococcus diseases which 
are so ofien followed, usually in 
two to four weeks, by rheumatic 
fever. 


It seems that rheums tic fever 


itself is not contagious, but the 
sti eptoroccal infections, or at least 
some of them, like sore throat, are 
highly contagious. 


For this reason, many bouts of 


rheumati" fever r?n bp prevented 
by attacking the streptococcal m-

NEEDLESS TO SAY, this attack 


on streptococcal infection must be 
carried out with particular vigor 
on those who have had one attack 
of rheumatic fever. 


Although a person may escape 


heart damage from the first attack, 
repeated bouts of the disease are 
more and more likely to injure the 
heart or other organs. 


In the attack on the "strep" 


infections penicillin and other anti- 
biotics have proved exceedingly ef- 
fective. These are weapons which 
aie aimed pnmanly not at the 
rheumatic fever itself, but at those 
infections which precede the attack. 


Now there are long-lasting peni- 


cillin preparations which can be 
given with a considerable degree 
of success and which reduce the 
number of stieptococcal infections 
in the whole community, thus cut- 
ting down on the numbers who ac- 
quiie rheumatic fever. 


NOT LONG AGO a check list 


for parents was prepared to alert 
them to the possible presence of 
"strep" infections which might 
foreshadow 
the 
appearance of 


rheumatic fever. 


These seven points are: Did the 


sore throat come on suddenly? 
Does the youngster complain that 
his throat hurts when he swallows? 
Does it hurt below the angle of 
the jaw vhen you press there gent 
ly? Are the glands swollen? Does 
the child complain of headache? 
Is the youngster nauseated and has 
he vomited? Finally, has the child 
been in contact with anyone who 
has ha,d scarlet fever or a sore 
throat?

Knives Safer 


Sharp knives not only make food 


preparation easier, but you'll be 
less likely to cut yourself with 
them, says O. L. Hogsett, Univer- 
sity of Illinois extension safety 
specialist. 


A dull knife requires more pres- 


sure, making it more likely to slip. 
If it does, it's still sharp enough 
to give you a nasty cut that may 
heal slowly. 


To help keep knives sharp, wash 


them separately; then store them 
in a rack that protects the cutting 
edge.

How Do You Present Child's 
Problems to Your Husband? 


By MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 


This summer, Mr. Price's office 


manager needed his help with 3. 
discipline problem. So she pared 
it down to its facts—and took it to 
him. 


She said, "I think we need a new 


ruling at lunch time. Several of the 
younger typists have been prolong- 
ing it to linger in air-conditioned 
restaurants. It's 
understandable. 


Oh the other hand, it seems un- 
fair to the other girls. What do you 
think?" 


Mr. Price showed most helpful 


interest in this discipline problem. 
After asking several questions, he 
took action on it. 


He does not love his office man- 


ager. He loves Mrs. Price. 


However, to Mrs. Price's discip- 


line problems, he gives no helpful 
interest at all. When she presents 
them to him, he either gets bored 
or angry. 


But 
then, 
unlike 
his 
office 


manager, she never pares them 
down to their essential facts. She 
just throws them at him in a big, 
. untidy muddle that mixes the facts 
up with her own unassorted feel- 
ings. 


She presents a discipline prob- 


lem like this: "Ed, look at this 
bill from Ransom's! Didn't I warn 
you that Lois was loo young- for 
her own charge account? She says 
you'll pay it. I hope you do. I cer- 
tainly won't. Never in my life did 
I hear of giving a. 3,6-year-old girl 
her own charge account. But then 
you didn't listen to me. You never 
do. If you'd listened to me when I 
told you that Tom needed tutoring 
last summer, he wouldn't have 
failed this term. But you never..." 


It is at this point that Mr. Price 


shouts, "Oh, for God's sake , . ." 
and refuses all help or interest in 
her discipline problem. 


I can't say that I blame him. 


She's presented it so mixed up 
with her own problem of resent- 
ment at her husband, that he can't 
advise on one without advising on 
the other. Though, at the end of a 
hard day, Mr. Price may want to 
discuss Lois' abuse of her charge 
account, he's too tired to enter the 
subject of his wife's displeasure 
with him'. 


If Mary is neglecting her chores, 


that is a discipline problem. Our 
conviction that we're overburdened 
by chores of our own is another 
problem. If we present them mixed 
to her father, he'll simply leave us 
alone with both of them. 


In the business world, men learn 


to think clearly. They develop 
quick, accurate judgment of waste- 
ful character traita. They become 
used to people who can separate 
facts from their feelings — and, 
though they are coy about admit- 
ting it, expect the same compe- 
tence from us. 


So i,f your man sterns bored by 


your children's problems, check 
your presentations. In them, you 
may find the same kind of double 
talk that lost Mrs. Price the co- 
operation of her husband.

Not Unusual 


This uncertainty cannot be con- 


sidered unusual. It was only five 
days ago that Eisenhower suffered 
a heart attack and thus set many 
party leaders to thinking for the 
first time about an alternative. 
- Many, of the 116 party leaders 
reached declined to speculate on 
a presidential nominee next year. 


Twenty-three named Nixon as 


being.currently the strongest possi- 
ble standard bearer next to Eisen- 
hower. Some said he had gained 
this stature by his own efforts; 
others indicated they regard him 
as a logical successor now because 
of his position as vice president. 


But 74 party leaders declined to 


voice any opinion, and 10 more 
mentioned up to a half a dozen 
possible candidates as strong, with- 
out ranking them in any order. 
Most of those in the latter category 
included Nixon; several did not 


Others Named 


Others designed as the "strong- 


est candidate" by two or more 
party officials were Chief Justice 
Earl Warren, Secretary of the 
Treasury Humphrey and Milton S. 
Eisenhower; one each mentioned 
Thomas E. Dewey and Sen. Wil- 
liam F. Knowlaiid of California. 


Similarly inconclusive were the 


party officials' replies to the ques- 
tion: "Do you belief Eisenhower 
should run again?" 


More or less firmly, 5 said he 


should and 12 said he should not. 
The vast majority se: * he should 
if physicians tell hir.' he is sound 
and would not be ..dangering his 
health. 


A number cited reports from 


the president's bedside in Denver 
that he has been making- good 
progress and that there have been 
no complications. 


A few voiced views similar to 


those expressed by some of Eisen- 
hower's closest associates, saying 
that a-^man with a heart attack 
behind him should be extremely 
wary about shouldering again, the 
burdens of the White House.

DENVER—(NEA)—It is now apparent that President 


Eisenhower's whole pattern of life recently was established 
to try to prevent the heart attack which he has just suffered. 


Although there had been no positive clinical evidence 


that the attack was imminent, there were enough suspicious 
symptoms to move Ike's doctors to take certain precautions. 


Those precautions undoubtedlyr 


saved Ike's life. 


And U his recovery i» satisfac- 


tory it is believed he can continue 
the same pattern of RO\ eminent, 
golf and Gettysburg for the rest 
of his term. 
In fact, it's possible — medically 


if not politically — that he could 
handle the presidency for four 
moie years at about the same 
pace and with the same adminis- 
trative techniques which he has 
been using. 


Even if the attack had not oc- 


curred, Ike had planned to finish 
out his term—and perhaps even 
put in another four years—by 
spending a minimum of time in 
the White House, keeping official 
chores at a minimum—spending 
long weeKends at his Gettysburg, 
Pa , faim, and placing plenty of 
golf.

These and other pertinent facts 


on Ike's health vseie gathered dur- 
ing the past ti\o •weeks from inter- 
views with close fuends of the 
President, members of the White 
House staff and fi om i eports of the 
chief White House physician, Gen. 
Howard M. Snydei, and his staff. 
NEA Service begin this research 
in preparation for the President's 
up-coming 65th birthday on Oct 14 


Here is the evidence indicating 


that Ike's doctors were at least 
apprehensive about Ike's heart, a 
tendency to hypertension or high 
blood presstue and the threat of 
haidening of the arteries: 


Before Ike arrived here for his 


extended vacation he had been ir- 
ritable and snappish. As soon as he 
had a few days of the Denver thei- 
apy he was relaxed and cheerful. 


This could be the reaction of 


any man taking a vacation. But 
even here at Denver he has had 
spells of snappishness. And these 
alternating moods have followed 
about the same pattern as they 
did in Washington, although with 
far less intensity. 


A top medical authority con- 


sulted on Ike's health, said that 
this 
up-and-down mood in a 


man of 64 is a "red flag to any 
doctor" that there is some har- 
dening of the arteries. 
It undoubtedly was a factor in 


causing Ike's doctors to approve 
the long vacations here and in- 
sisting on the relaxation of golf 


But for almost a 3 ear Ike 


has been plajing the game by 
riding an electric cart between 
holes. This has been a kind ol 
open secret, although the White 
House has never permitted pic- 
tures to be taken of Ike in his 
cart.

stitute, in almost all cases the 
coronary thiombosis which Ike 
suffered is caused by arterto- 
sclerosis, or hardening of the ar-

Make and Freeze 


You can freeze a Deep-dish 


Fresh Prune Pie successfully. But 
whether you store the pie in the j 
freezer baked or unbaked, is a i 
matter of chcr ie. If freezing un- 
baked, do net ?nake slits in the 
crust. Here are specific directions 
for the freezing and using. 


Freezing: If deep-dish pie is un- 


baked, wrap with moisture-vapor- 
jroof film, foil or freezer paper. 
Seal, label, date and freeze rapid- 
ly. If baked, cool baked pie thor- 
oughly at room temperature, then 
wrap. Place level in freezer so 
juice won't leak out. Plan to use 
frozen pies within 4 months. 


To Use: If frozen unbaked, re- 


move wrappings from frozen pie. 
Make slits in top crust, opening up 
well. Bake in hot (425 degrees) 
oven 40 to 60 minutes. Lower the 
temperature the last 10 minutes of 
baking, if crust is browning too 
fast, to moderate (350 degrees') 
oven. If frozen baked, remove 
wrappings from frozen pie. Heat 
in a moderate (375 degrees) oven 
30 to 50 minutes. ^ 


MTien Is a Prune a Plum 


All fresh prunes are plums, but 


all plums aren't prunes! Only 
those varieties of plums that can 
be dried without removal of the 
pits, and without fermenting, are 
called prunes. You can tell whether 
a plum is really a ripe fresh prune 
this way: It can be easily sepa- 
rated from its pit. A plum that is
